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THE REVERIE OF A DOWNTOWN CHURCH 


I am a downtown church. Some people rather pity me, for 
they think I am destined to grow weak and die. But they do not 
know me, or they would know better. 

I have an honorable history. I was here more than a cen- 
tury ago, and I will still be here a century hence. Long after 
neighborhoods have changed and good neighborhoods have de- 
teriorated, and strong neighborhood churches have become weak 
neighborhood churches, I will continue to be strong. 

For I am in the heart of the city, and my ministry is not 
to a section of the town, but to the entire city, for I reach out 
in every direction. My ministry touches every neighborhood, 
and it extends to all classes. 

I am not provincial in my outlook. In me, the rich and the 
poor mingle in the fellowship of worship. Through me the poor 
are ennobled and enriched, and the rich are made generous and 
gentle. 

I live to serve. I exist for others. This may be the reason 
why I continue to keep my strength through the years. 

It is sometimes said that I am not so convenient to attend. 
But who ever said that religion is to be a thing of convenience? 
If pilgrims of Israel could travel the length of Palestine afoot 
to attend the special temple services at Jerusalem, surely the 
twenty minutes it requires to come to the heart of the city is not 
too much. 

You come downtown to shop. You come downtown for 
your entertainment. Many of you come downtown to work. Is 
it any more of a hardship to come downtown to worship? 

You would not want me to die through your indifference, 
any more than you would want your downtown postoffice, 
courthouse and department stores to die. 

I leave my future to you, for my place in the city depends 
upon your loyalty. I believe that I can count on you. 
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THE RECTOR’S REPORT 
THE FELLOWSHIP OF St. STEPHEN’s CHURCH— GREETINGS: 

St. Stephen’s Church exists today because we believe that the church 
has a primary interest in and a major obligation to the moral and spiritual 
welfare of the city. Nearly sixty per cent of the nation’s population live 
in the cities and two-thirds of the nation’s wealth is concentrated in the 
large urban centers. The cities are primarily the homes of the influential 
institutions of the social order such as the colleges and universities, art 
galleries, hospitals and medical institutions, the seats of government, the 
press and radio, the business offices of industry, the headquarters for 
organized labor, and the centers of the great financial institutions. St, 
Stephen’s Church has its roots deeply implanted in the complex streams 
of life which make our city a living organism of social power, for good 
and for evil. The culture which characterizes our way of life and our age 
is determined by the attitudes of the people and the institutions in our 
cities. We would not minimize the beauty and charm of rural America, 
or the influence of the agrarian economy, or the contributions of rural 
families to American leadership, but the facts clearly indicate that the cities 
determine the character of our cultural attitudes and they will continue 
to determine the cultural patterns for the coming generations. 50, St, 
Stephen’s Church is in this particular geographical spot by choice. We 
have resisted opportunities to move to the suburbs because we want to be 
in the midst of all types of people. We believe that a church with a prophetic 
message and a social vision will find in the city its greatest opportunity 
and its highest responsibility. To meet the need of our city St. Stephen’s 
Church must keep the altar fires of religious devotion glowing with a sense 
of the presence of God and we must keep the social vision clear and alert 
for a discovery of the moral and spiritual needs of the people and of the 
basic institutions of our social order. We have seven-day-a-week activities 
because Christianity is not just a Sunday affair, but a total way of life 
to be learned and practised. Human need is to be met in worship, recreation, 
service, fellowship, and education. Therefore, we have organizations, com- 
mittees and clubs as well as daily services of creative worship. 

St. Stephen’s Church is now facing the greatest opportunity of its 
history. Never before were there so many varied religious services rendered 
to the people of our neighborhood as there are today. Never before in the 
128 years of our history has the ministry of this church reached out to so 
many people as at the present time. The program of the church very largely 
has been designed to meet the needs of people; not one group of people, 
but different groups of various ages and backgrounds. The great challenge 
of the church in the midst of a busy city is being met by a program that 
has reality and significance. 

As you read the twenty-five parish reports in this book, I think that 
you will share my unbounded enthusiasm about St. Stephen’s Parish, its 
present, and its potentialities. Too much praise cannot be given to the 
members of the Vestry and the chairmen of our parish organizations for 
their energetic and efficient leadership. A careful reading of their annual 
reports will prove a rewarding experience. 

In spite of the record breaking attendance of 1949, the year 1950 has 
been one of unusual expansion materially and spiritually. The total at- 
tendance at the worship services was 50,854, which was 2,486 over the 
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previous year. There were 468 worship services during the year. The rector 
conducted 400 services, preached 205 sermons in St. Stephen’s. He bap- 
tized 18 persons, married 8, buried 20 and presented 29 adults and one 
child for confirmation (largest class since 1912). The attendance at the 
various services was as follows: 


Sunday Services 
9:00 A. M.—1,162; 11:00 A. M—11,373; 7:30 P. M.—3,481 
Weekday Services 
Tuesday—1,637; Wednesday—1,779; Thursday—7,455 ; Friday—1700 
Lenten Noonday Services—18,117; Special Services—4,150 


It will be readily seen from the above figures that the weekday services 
are double in number over the Sunday services. That surely justifies our 
ministry in this part of the city. We have no record of the many hundreds 
of people who come in to pray and meditate between the hours of 8:00 
A. M. and 5:00 P. M. 

During the past year we have had the great blessing of our newest 
group activity—our Prayer Fellowship. This Fellowship comprises forty 
spiritually matured men and women who believe in the power of prayer 
to change things. This wonderful group of consecrated men and women 
offer themselves as channels through which the healing power of God may 
flow to someone whose need is as great or greater than their own. They 
engage in prayer not as a pious activity but with the deep conviction that 
prayer is the most powerful and creative force in life. They have all had 
a personal demonstration of God’s power through answered prayer, and 
each one gives a fixed period from 15 minutes to an hour each day for 
the practise of intercessory prayer. There is, in other words, a chain of 
prayers from 6:00 A. M. to midnight every day of the week. The rector 
furnishes this group, through its secretary, a list of names for prayer 
help and keeps them informed of the progress of those for whom they 
are praying. The group meets on the 4th Thursday of each month in the 
rector’s study when one of the membership leads a discussion on methods 
that he or she has found helpful. At present the eighteen hours each day 
are covered by the prayers of the membership. Great personal benefit 
comes to a person who disciplines himself to a program such as this. 
Marvelous results have followed on the efforts of this Intercessory Group. 
Many cures of physical disease, mental and spiritual problems have been 
realized as well as many blessings and renewals of strength and courage 
have come to persons who have had the great uplift of being remembered 
continuously in the chain of prayers. 

Besides the fixed period of prayer, the members of this group pause 
for a few minutes each day and give all their love to God in a little prayer 
of trust and gratitude, and then ask Him to send a flood of His vast 
heavenly Love through them straight out toward all the forces of evil in 
this world both in this country and in Russia. 

If you are spiritually unemployed and if you believe in prayer, there 
is no finer group in the parish where you can exercise personal religion. 
To take care of the hundreds of requests that come to us from all over 
the nation, we need more prayer helpers. At present we have 150 needy 
persons on our prayer list. 
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Under the able leadership of Mr. Wilson Leithead we are becoming 
increasingly aware of the need for a vital program of adult education 
especially for men. We need a teaching ministry. We have seen proof of 
the perils of flimsy thought and uncertain faith. A long war was the price 
of it, and a still longer war is in prospect. A few leaders, with clear, if 
false convictions, have taken over the planet for some time. The democ- 
racies have been half-asleep. Afraid of “indoctrination” we have allowed 
our minds, like the windows of summer houses, to be wide-open to any- 
thing that came along. Fearing religious controversy we have ignored re- 
ligion in the educational system. And the churches themselves allowed 
education to be incidental, rather than fundamental. 

All this must change. We must think out our convictions, then teach 
them with conviction. There is Truth to be discovered and taught. We 
are not breeders permitted to cross the breeds at will to produce human 
types of our choosing. Rather we are like mother birds who teach their 
young to fly, according to the True Way. We believe there is a Way. 
(Christianity is the Way. Well, let us learn it and teach it! Lethargy toward 
ihe truth has caused the triumph temporarily of falsehood. God means us 
1o awake out of sleep. A soldier wrote to me in the late war and said, “I 
liave found that Protestants know little about their faith.” “Let the Church 
disclose the meaning of life and give an insight into religious mysteries 
that will make men feel the presence of God in all they do and see.” “The 
Church must be more united, less dogmatic and simpler in its worship.” 

We shall expect more opportunities for discussion this coming year 
among the men. The man-power of St. Stephen’s must be mobilized with 
the clear summons to expand our adult education program. It is a great 
encouragement to know that forty books of “Holy Scriptures” and “Chap- 
ters in Church History” were sold to members of the congregation last 
year. These books along with other required reading recommended by the 
rector each year will help to ground your faith in knowledge that is essential 
to the Christian Way of Life. 

The Thursday Healing Services continue to grow in numbers and 
helpfulness. Seven thousand five hundred attended these services last year, 
which was an increase of twenty-five hundred from the previous year. 
People attend these services not only from the Philadelphia area, but also 
come by airplane, train and bus from all parts of the country. Hundreds 
of cures of organic, functional and mental disease have been attested by 
laboratory and X-ray tests. Doctors and psychiatrists send patients to 
us and some doctors even sit in the pews with their patients. 

The co-operation of doctor and clergyman is becoming a very real 
thing. That has not always been the case. In the past our respective 
professions have felt that they were engaged in different work. The doctor 
looked after the body, the parson the affairs of the spirit—a very con- 
venient division of labor! But they forgot the mind. Disease is often due, 
not to anything wrong in the body or mind, but to a faulty relationship 
of the two. It is an increasing recognition of the importance of this that 
is bringing the clergy and doctors together. 

Christ did not make the distinction we are apt to make between spiritual 
and physical. Archbishop Temple once wrote that Christianity is the most 
materialistic of all religions for its central truth is that the Word was 
made flesh. The lesser must be merged in the greater. Spiritual and physical 
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are not identical or subject to the same laws. The physical is subject to 
the laws of chemistry and dynamics, the mind is not. On this account 
man has problems which animals do not possess, and the effect of an 
injury on a person is determined, not simply by the character of the injury, 
but by the way in which the individual takes it. Disease is not just the 
germ or the injury but the reaction of the patient to these. 

St. Stephen’s has become a widely known center of Spiritual Healing. 
A featured article in the Christian Advocate, the official organ of the 
Methodist Church, with a circulation of 600,000, and a similar article in 
the Home Section of the St. Louis Post Dispatch together with an article 
in “Sharing”, a national healing magazine this past year attests to the fact 
that we have become a widely known center of Christ’s healing ministry. 
The rector’s little book “Religion and Health” now in its 9th printing 
testifies to the great interest in this subject. 

Hardly a day goes by that we do not consult with people in interviews 
ranging from a half-hour to forty-five minutes. We have a steady panorama 
of human problems ranging from the depths of sorrow, frustration, un- 
happiness, physical and mental disharmonies, through divorce to alco- 
holism. Despite all the other activities of this generation, there is one basic 
need in mankind today; man is seeking with all his heart for a personal 
demonstration of God’s power—a first hand experience of religion. Hun- 
dreds of people have received such an experience in our sanctuary and 
have gone away with the tangible evidence of being recreated physically, 
emotionally and ‘spiritually. Every week we have evidence presented to 
us that with God in the picture there is no disease that is incurable, and 
no problem that cannot be solved. 

During every worship service whether week-day or Sunday members 
of our Prayer Fellowship scattered about the Church pray inwardly every 
minute asking God to speak through the rector’s lips, and in everyone’s 
heart, and they lift the rector, the Choir and everyone there up to God 
for His guidance and blessing. They come expecting great things to hap- 
pen to those present. They come prepared to create the proper conditions 
necessary for God’s power to become operative in the lives of those pres- 
ent. They give integrity to our whole program of spiritual healing. Without 
the support of our Prayer Fellowship there would have been no spiritual 
harvest. 

During the past year I have had 558 letters from people suffering 
in spirit, mind and body. Hundreds of them knew nothing about Chris- 
tianity, had never studied the Gospels, did not realize what divine love 
and power meant. But they were people who were reaching out—to use 
St. Paul’s phrase—to the “Unknown God.” That is the real call to the 
Church. These people were not living but existing, in a life of despair. 
In many cases medical skill could do nothing more for them—they had no 
hope, no realization of a power beyond man’s understanding. They were 
hopeless, living in fear and dread. 

Now, in place of those letters of despair we have letters from people 
who have found something. They have found healing, healing of outlook, 
healing from despair, real life that means happiness. Thousands of people 
during the year have left our services of healing with new light in their 
eyes and radiant happiness in their faces. 
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The work of reviving the Ministry of Healing is bearing much fruit. 
The rector is repeatedly invited to speak before groups of Clergy, Theo- 
logical Schools and in various Protestant Churches. During Lent he is 
invited to conduct healing missions in such places as the Cathedrals in 
Pittsburgh and Newark as well as parish churches as far away as Florida. 

The rector is most grateful to Mrs. Nelle Cook for the spiritual help 
help given to so many through the medium of her book stall, as well as 
her personal service of spiritual counselling which has resulted in many 
suffering and oppressed being refreshed and renewed in body, mind, and 
spirit, to serve God with greater devotion. 

We cannot thank God enough for the healing that has been enjoyed 
by hundreds of sufferers, both by the personal ministry of the laying-on- 
of-hands, and by the ministry of personal prayer in the Prayer Healing 
Fellowship. For the awakened faith and the deeper personal devotion 
which is the growing experience of many sufferers since they have come 
into touch with our service of spiritual therapy we thank God and take 
courage. We all greatly desire to be loyal disciples of Jesus, and to have 
a realization of His abiding Presence in the daily life, and the Healing 
Service has brought this blessing to many sufferers. 

Space will not permit the adequate recital of the magnificent work 
done by members of the Vestry in their several fields of responsibility. 
Remarkable progress has been made in the Burd School by the untiring 
efforts and inspired leadership of Mr. Edward S. Morris. The Community 
House program is a source of great pride due to the efficient management 
and leadership of Mr. Charles K. Hay. (Over fifty-two thousand attended 
the various activities in 1950.) The Sunday School under the leadership 
of Mr. Edwin S. Heins continues to prosper. The exacting responsibilities 
incident to financing the total program of the Church and Burd School 
and caring for our trust funds is in the efficient and devoted hands of 
Mr. I. Smith Raspin. Thus we are able to work without anxiety, fear, 
or fretting. Dr. Old and Mr. Armstrong have given helpful leadership 
to the problem of acquiring a new organ. Mr. Lyman’s interest in young 
people has kept alive and active one of the city’s oldest Scout Troops. 
Mr. Hauger and his committee have kept our property in excellent con- 
dition. Mr. David L. German’s report of the activities of the Vestry is 
worth your careful study. In Mr. Wilson C. Leithead we have a very 
able Chairman of Adult Education. There is no other Vestry charged 
with such heavy responsibilities and doing such effective service as the 
Vestry of St. Stephen’s Church. 

In closing let me say that not even a rector knows all the hard work 
that goes into the successful running of a parish. His brain would have 
room for little else if he tried to keep track of it. Much of the work is 
“unheralded and unsung.” It is not done for public recognition but for 
the joy of serving. Though these reports, therefore, will in no way show 
what the individual members of the parish have done, it does give a 
fairly accurate picture of our corporate work during 1950. Very few of 
our members are aware of all the work being done, and we therefore 
urge you to study all the reports, that you may have a better understanding 
of what the Church, your Church, is doing. 
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May we count on your ever increasing co-operation, and may God 
give us all the wisdom and grace for this united and solemn responsibility.

REPORT ON ACTIVITIES OF THE VESTRY FOR THE YEAR 
1950-51 


In the preceding Church Year the Vestry held its usual number of 
regular meetings and various committees of the Vestry such as the Ex- 
ecutive, Burd School, Community House, Church Property, Music and 
Organ held numerous meetings and their actions and recommendations 
were reported to and acted upon by the Vestry. As usual, a large number 
of financial transactions involving the purchase and sale of securities, 
acceptance or rejection of mortgage application, the problem of adequate 
insurance and various other matters were acted upon by the Executive Com- 
mittee. The Accounting Warden submitted statements of receipts and 
disbursements for the preceding month at each monthly meeting as well 
as the auditors’ reports on the examination of his books and records 
covering the year 1950, a budget for 1951, and numerous recommenda- 
tions and resolutions relating to church bookkeeping, withdrawal of funds, 
allocation of securities and investments, all of which were accepted and 
approved by the Vestry. 

The Treasurer of the Burd School made verbal reports from time to 
time of various improvements and economies in the operation of the School, 
and the Superintendent of the Church School made various recommenda- 
tions, suggestions and reports, all of which were adopted and approved 
by the Vestry. 

In addition to numerous matters of a routine nature, the Vestry con- 
sidered a variety of problems involved in the operation of the Community 
House and the conduct of the Church School, the adoption of a budget, 
the election of delegates to the Diocesan Conventions, the Organ situation, 
Church Staff problems, Servicemen’s Activities, various religious services, 
provision for Air Raid Shelters, Church Advertising, the Healing Services, 
and a variety of other topics. 

Through the Burd School Committee the Vestry remained in close 
touch with conditions at the Burd School and monthly reports from the 
Directress, Miss Charlotte U. Day, were read and approved at each regular 
meeting of the Vestry. 

All meetings were held in the Rector’s Study presided over by the 
Rector except certain special meetings held during the summer recess, 
which were held in the office of the Accounting Warden. The Rector has, 
as usual, kept the Vestry fully informed of all Staff matters and religious 
topics. Our admiration for the Rector increases with the years, and his 
own example continually inspires all of us to exert our best efforts for 
the benefit of the church. /

PARISH VISITOR’S REPORT 


The Altar has somewhere been called the heart of the Church and 
the Rector referred to as the pulse. We feel the work undertaken by the 
Parish Visitors out in the field, is the blood stream flowing out from the 
Church, controlled by the pulse and reaching into the entire body of the 
membership to bring all into closer touch with the heart of the organization. 
Not only is the devotional side of the church member’s life touched by 
the Parish Visitor, every one of the many facets of everyday living is part 
of the tide flowing through her office. It is her privilege to be one with 
the members in these many outside-of-church activities so that hers is 
the joy of participation and aiding in practicing the Presence of God 
through many events of everyday living. 

Into our office for aid and comfort, ofttimes just for the touch of 
a human hand in times of stress, there have come nearly 300 people during 
the past year of 1950 and we have driven nearly 10,000 miles during the 
year visiting 279 members in their homes and paying calls on 65 sick 
members in hospitals or aged ones, resident in homes or institutions. 

The spiritual guidance of our membership has always been the pri- 
mary function of the Church but in these days of living problems rapidly 
approaching a crescendo of complexity, everyday difficulties enter more 
and more into the picture. The Church is making an effort to face and 
meet these practical problems as well as feeding the spiritual hungers. 
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ring the three basic needs for food, clothing and shelter, all have 
Fee iiss year, of your Parish Visitor’s work. We have been able to 
find rooms for at least eight members needing shelter; we have fed in- 
numerable transients who though not members sought our aid and some 
of these we have been able to direct to other organizations where they 
received help. In addition to arranging for the cleaning and repair of 
clothing and shoes for needy folk of the Parish, we have distributed quite 
a little such clothing to those who lacked; among this being 65 warm coats 
and 50 pairs of shoes as well as many other assorted articles, both to 
individuals and organizations. Much of this clothing was contributed and 
we called for it and delivered it where it was most needed. During the 
year we dispersed $150.00 and assisted the Christmas Committee with 
their larger distributions amounting to $300.00. When we could not our- 
selves provide help for those who came to us, we were able in some cases 
to act as the liaison with other organizations which could aid these needy 
ones. ; 

Our service directs our energies toward the sick as well as those in 
other trouble, and we not only visited the sick at home and in hospitals 
but we directed more than a dozen people to the Philadelphia General 
Hospital, the University of Pennsylvania Hospital and the Pennsylvania 
Hospital for Medical Attention and in some cases we provided the trans- 
portation necessary for those attending clinics. We were in this way able 
to obtain 3 pairs of glasses for those unable to pay for necessary aid to 
their fading sight, and they were once more able to be employed. In the 
same field of preventive medicine we arranged that some of our over- 
tired members, torn by stresses of daily living, should have restful vaca- 
tions—the women at Smith Memorial Home at Oakbourne and Mercer 
House in Atlantic City, and the men at the Dunwoody Home in Newtown 
Square. We were also successful in sponsoring one young girl connected 
with our Church for admission to the Burd School where she has been 
achieving a satisfactory record this past year. 

Among our pleasant duties were errands for the Church ‘such as con- 
veying packages from the King’s Daughters and other organizations to 
Chaplain Ward at the Philadelphia General Hospital so that he might 
distribute them among the Episcopal patients there. We have gone shop- 
ping for our members, both patients in hospitals and guests in Homes 
unable to shop for themselves and we have performed numerous errands 
of various kinds for other church organizations. à 

Other services your Parish Visitor performed during the year were 
the locating of eight companions or housekeepers beside recommending, 
after interviews, of others who were not engaged and finding 12 jobs of 
other types for people who applied for such guidance at our office. We 
assisted too in solving the moving problem or the baggage transfer of 
three other members in addition to the routine tasks done each week, 
the counting and recording of the week-day offerings to the church, keep- 
ing accurately and up-to-date an alphabetical file of the membership of 
the parish, with all changes of address or zone, and making a record of 
all removals and new admissions to the Church Rolls. For the Guild of 
Little Children, the office sent out 4 installments of the Guild’s. literature 
to all the babies baptized during the year of 1950. 
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The door of the Parish Visitor is an Open Door within your Parish 
House and all who enter are given, we hope, the direction and help they 
need, whether this help is material and practical or just a welcoming 
hand and a comforting word to relieve pent-up or confused emotions. 
To all who have come to us in the past, we hold out that still welcoming 
hand and to all those who have assisted us, both at this Christmastime 
and throughout the year, we now give our very deep appreciation and 
our heartfelt thanks.

COMMUNITY HOUSE—REPORT FOR 1950-51 


The past year was a busy one for the Community House of St. 
Stephen’s Church. The many organizations meeting regularly throughout 
the year are the Girls’ Friendly Society, The Friendship Club, The Mothers’ 
Meeting, The Church School of St. Stephen’s Church, The Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, The Daughters of the British Empire, The Woman’s Auxiliary for 
Hard of Hearing, The Camp Farthest Out, The Boy Scouts, and the 
Junto Adult Education Groups. 

The fine facilities of the Community House have been helpful in 
making many social occasions a great success. Dinners, entertainments 
and bazaars have brought a spirit of goodwill and fellowship to our Com- 
munity House. 

Mr. William D. Smith, Director of the Community House Activities, 
has done an excellent job in scheduling and supervising the activities of 
all groups using the facilities of the Community House. 

The Women’s Committee sponsored an opera, Hansel and Gretel, 
given by members of the Philadelphia Conservatory of Music. The lead- 
ing role was sung by one of St. Stephen’s members, Mrs. David German. 
The opera was under the direction of Mr. Enzo Serafini-Lupo. It was 
one of the most delightful entertainments ever brought to our Community 
House. Due to the fine co-operation of all groups using the Community 
House facilities, the building has been kept in a clean and orderly fashion. 

Because of rising costs, the operation of a seven-day-a-week program 
in the Community House is a costly one. It is necessary that all groups 
using the Community House co-operate with the Director and the Vestry 
Committee in their efforts to reduce expenses. We extend our hearty thanks 
to all who have co-operated in this work during the past year. 

Many members of St. Stephen’s Church do not realize the great use 
that is made of our Community House by various groups. It houses the 
activities of most of our parish organizations. In addition, it is used by 
diocesan organizations and civic groups. During the year 1950, our rec- 
ords show that the facilities of the Community House were used by over 
52,000 persons. This requires careful planning, organization and super- 
vision by the Director. It is necessary that all who use our resources be 
willing to share the work and the financial responsibility involved. 

Literature pertaining to the religious services being carried on in our 
church has been distributed in the Community House. Posters, announcing 
events and dates of services in the church, have been strategically placed 
in the various rooms and halls. There is a great opportunity for missionary 
work by all Church groups using the Community House. All organizations

using the Community House should be encouraged to affiliate themselves 
with the work and the worship of St. Stephen’s Church.

BURD SCHOOL ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1950 

Burd School reopened Tuesday, September 5, 1950, with a registra- 
tion of thirty-four girls. This is the highest since 1944. 

Extensive work in remodeling the east side of the front building was 
carried out during the summer. The library was redecorated with the idea 
of the room becoming a real “living” room, as well as a library. But, the 
greatest improvement was made on the second floor. The first and second 
dormitories and the bathroom that serves these dormitories were modern- 
ized. It is a pleasure to work under such favorable conditions—and cer- 
tainly more efficient. A shower was installed on the third floor for the 
older girls. 

The School was able to increase its capacity to thirty-six due to the 
improvements. The present registration is thirty-five, a younger child hav- 
ing been admitted in December. 

Eleven girls attended summer camp. The increased enrollment was 
due to the fact that it was impossible to care for the girls in the months 
of July and August while the improvements were being effected. 

At present, there are two girls in kindergarten, nineteen girls in 
Comegy’s Elementary School, nine girls in Shaw Junior High School, 
two girls in Bartram High School, two girls in Girls’ High School and 
one girl in West Philadelphia High School. The student attending West 
Philadelphia High School will graduate in January and receive her Burd 
School Certificate next June. 

The medical record shows there were five tonsillectomies, one child 
in the hospital under observation, one child attended the Pennsylvania 
Psychological Clinic and one child broke her arm twice. Other than the 
treatment for colds and various types of Viruses there has been very 
little illness. 

Two mothers have made arrangements for their daughters together 
with a brother apiece to be baptized at Burd School Chapel and six girls 
have expressed their desire to be confirmed this year. 

Two students are continuing their studies at the Conservatory of 
Music and Sena’s Dancing School respectively. One of these showed the 
result of her training by her contribution to the Christmas Party in the 
form of her interpretation of a Christmas Carol through the medium of 
interpretative dancing—and the choreography was her own. 

The School feels very fortunate in having a counsellor on the staff 
to direct the study of problems confronting a few of the girls. Also, there 
is a very welcomed newcomer in our community who is taking the girls 
on field trips. The Burd School Committee and Staff feel these are steps 
toward a more rounded life—which is the goal of the school. 
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The Burd School Staff and Girls express their appreciation for the 
interest shown them by the Burd School Committee and the Women’s 
Committee. It is this interest that makes living at Burd School such a 
pleasure.

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THE REPORT OF THE CHAPEL FOR THE HARD OF 
HEARING FOR THE YEAR 1950 

The report of the Chapel for the Hard of Hearing for the year 1950 
is one that offers us a tremendous challenge to go forward in the Church’s 
work and to reach out to an increasing number among our group who are 
“lost” to the Church. We are facing a crisis in that we are losing more 
active members than we are gaining new ones. The overall picture of the 
year’s attendance is that it is less than the previous year. Of our active 
membership six are on the chronic sick list and unable to leave their 
homes. Six others have been permanently placed in institutional “homes,” 
and two, who were active and generous contributors to our work, Mrs. 
Augusta Balsley and Mrs. Daisy Douglass, have died. Two have left be- 
cause of a “lack-of-interest” or a dissatisfaction. Thus, sixteen mem- 
bers are no longer active in our Services or our work. Among our 
less fortunate members the high cost of living has compelled them to save 
carfare rather than ride to St. Stephen’s. Summing this all up, our chal- 
lenge is, are we going to arise and go forward in 1951? 

The entire picture is not dark, there is a bright spot and, perhaps, 
others which we cannot see as yet. The neighborhood people are coming 
to our Services in greater numbers. We welcome these people and hope 
that their interest and attendance will increase, and that we can make 
them feel at home. 

The offerings of your Chapel have been well used by your treasurer 
and governing board. The increase in expenditures over the year 1949 
was only $31.23, a remarkable achievement when you consider the enor- 
mous increase in prices this year. There was, unfortunately, a slight de- 
crease in our offerings. This can, perhaps, be attributed to the loss in our 
active membership, especially to those lost who were regular in their use 
of the Church envelopes. The Annual Bazaar and the generous support 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary enabled us to close our books with a balance. 

There has always been an enthusiasm in our Chapel to accomplish 
what we set out to do. And now we are setting out to go forward in 
fifty-one. “Forward in 51” is our theme. And we are going forward in 
our work knowing that we are partners with God. Working together we 
cannot fail for we know that “all things work together for good to those 
who love God, to them who are called according to His Purpose.” 

To St. Stephen’s Church, to Dr. Price and his Vestry, we owe deep 
appreciation for all their goodness toward us and their sincere desire to 
help us in our work here in St. Stephen’s Church. May we in this year 
work hard to go forward in the whole program of St. Stephen’s that 
we may merit our Blessings here.

ORGANIST AND CHOIRMASTER’S REPORT 

The choirmaster’s report is always a difficult one to write for I am 
conscious of the fact that those who will read it will not be particularly 
interested in any changes in the personnel that may have occured during 
the year, or in the matter of financial remuneration paid to these singers, 
or how many headaches the choirmaster may have incurred when meeting 
critical situations such as those which must arise through epidemics of 
colds and other illnesses in the choir. 

I would rather speak, therefore, of what we are trying to do in the 
choirloft at St. Stephen’s Church for I feel that this may be of more interest 
to you all than the aforesaid matters. The place of the anthem in our 
Episcopal Church Service is, for instance, of prime importance, and I 
know of no better way of stressing its importance than to quote a few 
words from the pages of the Oxford University Press: 

“The place of the anthem in the Episcopal Service is to bring beauty 
heard to the direct aid of the worshippers in the same way as church archi- 
tecture and stained glass bring beauty seen to their aid. Just as the erection 
of a cathedral can be an act of devotion on the part of the architect, or 
stained glass windows on the part of the artist concerned, so the expert 
anthem should definitely, and by all concerned, be conceived, selected, and 
prepared each week to dispose the minds of the hearers to worship.” 

Such a conception, I feel, sets its own standard of excellence. It is 
our aim at St. Stephen’s to uphold such a standard, and I trust that with the 
resources at our command our efforts have been acceptable and helpful to 
those who have listened to us during the past winter.

OUR SUNDAY SCHOOL DURING 1950 

We are glad to make our report for another year of Sunday School 
work at St. Stephen’s Church. 

The forthcoming confirmation class should have in it at least seven 
pupils from our School. These pupils we hope to retain for the balance 
of the year and thereafter we look forward to their being regular and 
useful members of our congregation. We ask each member of the Church 
to make a special effort to greet these young people when they have 
been confirmed. Make it a point to have them sit with you some Sunday 
and to guide them into useful work in our Church. 

We are still meeting in the Community House, using each room for 
our classroom work. The Primary Class, consisting of infants to children 
of six years of age, is conducted by the Rector’s wife and the Misses 
Reed and Smyth. We again call the attention of the congregation to the 
fact that the facilities of those classes are available for the very youngest 
of children, and all parents having children within the ages mentioned 
are invited to bring them to the classroom on the first floor of the Com- 
munity House while they themselves attend the Church service. The 
children receive the best of care and at the same time their religious edu- 
cation is begun. 

In the three upper classes, there is combined community work, visual 
education and lectures. All of these classes will now meet on the third 
floor of the Community House and all of the teachers invite and indeed 
request the parents to join us any Sunday that they may see fit. 

The Department of Christian Education in the Church, as a whole, 
is making strides toward a curriculum and uniform teaching materials. 
We look forward to an early realization of this idea and to the offering 
of a uniform and definite program of religious education. 

We have approximately sixty pupils on our roll, and an average at- 
tendance of forty pupils per week. We are in need of someone with pas- 
toral qualifications in order to develop the Sunday School into a real and 
living force in the life of the Community wherein the Church is located. 
We are hopeful that before the end of the current Sunday School Season 
we will be able to enlist the aid of someone for this work in order that 
we may grow. 

Members of the congregation and friends of our Church can do a 
great service in this respect by reporting to the Superintendent and the 
teachers the names and addresses of any children or of their parents, so

that they may be contacted and brought into this sphere of our Sunday 
School efforts. By such help and the help of the parents, as well as pastoral 
work on our own part, our Sunday School should grow.

REPORT OF SPONSOR GROUP 
GIRLS’ FRIENDLY SOCIETY 
ST. STEPHEN’S CHURCH 


During the past season our Sponsor Group has had an average at- 
tendance of 22 members who come for supper, and three or four more 
others coming later. During the season several women (non-members) 
have met with us and shared in the activities of the Branch. Under present 
rulings of the National GFS Office, we cannot admit anyone as a “Sponsor” ; 
but we welcome anyone who cares to attend regularly and share in our work. 

Our evenings are spent in various ways. When possible, we have 
had guest speakers, or friends, who have taken vacation pictures and 
kindly let us share their beauty. Miss Jane Welte, a former teacher in 
Japan, talked to us about the lives of young girls in Japan, and told us 
of some of their customs. As the national mission object of the Society 
this year and last has been the bringing of Shizu Nomura from Japan to 
this country, for education at Berea College, Kentucky, in order that she 
may return to work among her own people, Miss Welte’s talk was espe- 
cially interesting. Beautiful colored slides of many interesting places in 
the United States and Canada were shown us by Mrs. Ruth North and 
by Mr. and Mrs. Dean Olewiler. 

In November the South-West District Conference met in the Com- 
munity House, with 76 present for dinner. During the evening a repre- 
sentative from Fellowship House spoke to us, describing the work there 
among peoples of all creeds and races. 

Contributions of clothing and other useful articles were sent to Caney 
Creek, Kentucky, where the mountain youth are educated to work among 
their own people; and many children’s dresses made by Miss Mockett have 
gone to the Indians in Arizona, and overseas, through the Friends’ Com- 
mittee. At Christmas, packages containing useful articles, and candy, were 
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sent to men and women at Harrison Home. Also, gifts were sent to 
Fellowship House and to the Children’s Ward at Philadelphia General 
Hospital. 

We participated in the “Oxford Market” last spring—an annual Dio- 
cesan money-raising event; our principal contributions being aprons and 
dish towels. 

Dr. Price has been with us several times during the season, and Dr. 
John Hart gave us an inspiring message during Lent. Many of us attended 
the Corporate Communion on the Sunday nearest All Saints’ Day—which 
is a National Service of the Society—and six members attended a “Quiet 
Evening” held at St. Margaret’s House, where the Rev. Harold A. Hopkins 
conducted the Meditations. 

When we have no planned program, we entertain ourselves with 
games or music, celebrating special holidays as they come along. Our 
Christmas dinner and party were especially enjoyable because we had as 
cea Dr. Price and Miss Anna Denniston, Diocesan President of the 

ociety. 

We are appreciative of being able to hold our meetings in the Com- 
munity House, and endeavor to share with St. Stephen’s the expenses of 
various memorials, new equipment, etc—such as the new chimes, the 
organ, and the Memorial to Mr. James Carrigan, who was dear to all 
our members. Our contribution toward Mr. Carrigan’s memorial was given 
from a legacy of $200.00 left the Branch by Mrs. Ada Martin, a former 
member. Twelve of us enjoyed the Opera recently given, and we have 
eet to the proposed Chinese Mission and to the Prayer Book 

ociety. 

We continue to raise our funds by the sale of Christmas and other 
cards, and Knobby Kraft jewelry, as well as by personal contributions. 
Unfortunately, we are not able to purchase this jewelry at present, as it 
contains metal needed for war purposes. 

We note the death of Miss Grace Guion, who had been a member 
of the Girls’ Friendly Society for many years, and of Miss Julia Mac- 
Alister, an Honorary Associate, who at one time was a very active Asso- 
ciate of our Branch. Two members have been seriously ill during most 
of the past season.

SCOUTMASTER’S REPORT FOR 1950—1951 

Troop 2 started its charter year on February 15, 1950, with a mem- 
bership of 5 Scouts, 15 Explorers and 3 Associate Explorers, total 25, 
exclusive of senior leaders. During the year we dropped 2 Scouts and 1 
Explorer, transferred 3 Explorers who were moving to other states or 
districts, transferred 6 Explorers from Active to Associate status within 
the Troop and at the end of the year graduated 5 Explorers who were 
over scouting age, to Troop Alumni and promoted 1 Explorer to Assistant 
Scoutmaster. This left us, on February 14, 1951, with a membership of 
17, composed of 5 Scouts, 9 Explorers and 3 Associate Explorers, to- 
gether with applications from 3 new candidates.

We had 11 boys in camp under the senior leadership of their Scout- 
master aided by Assistant Scoutmasters Paltin and Mitnick, who came 
up for the week-ends and led the boys who had passed their canoe tests 
on a day canoe trip to Frenchtown and on our over-night canoe trip to 
Milford, N. J. They were a great help. 

| The Troop went on day hikes to Stover Park, etc., and on a wading 
hike up the river among the islands in water from ankle to armpit in depth 
and in some places quite rapid. We could not ford the river to the Jersey 
shore because the water was too high. 
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We took part in an Island-wide aquatic meet in which we did not 
win enough points to place, but our team, consisting of Friedman, Roebuck 
and Starr, won the 150-yard relay swim; Szczurek won second place in 
the 50-yard swim and we captured both of the greased watermelons, one 
by Richard Starr and the other by Peter Kay.

Other activities included a merit badge booth at the Scout-O-Rama, a 
parents’ night at which we had two parents, swims at the Central Y.M.C.A., 
basketball, Hallowe’en and Christmas parties and 9 day-hikes. 

We wish to express our sincere thanks to the Mothers’ Meeting and 
to our sponsor for their kind donations of $5.00 and $95.00 respectively, 
the latter for our Summer Camp, and which was disbursed for that purpose 
as per statement rendered to I. Smith Raspin, Esquire, Accounting Warden. 
We also thank Mrs. Frederic Schmid of the King’s Daughters for her 
valued help in making up our Troop neckerchiefs. 

As to finances, our disbursements exceeded our receipts by $9.08, as 
shown in detail in our Treasurer’s report.
